Sadie Hayes Has Received 
Executive Clemency. 


F Gov. Stephens on Thanksgiving morning 
pardoned Sadie Hayes, a negress who was 
serving a life sentence in the penitentiary 
for the murder of Police Sergeant P. M. 
Jenks of this city. j 

The murder occurred in the street at 
Eighth and Biddle streets at dusk on Oct. 
§ 1883, and attracted widespread atten 
he time. 

e seret, Jenks was one of the best known 
and most efficient policemen in the city 
and was doing duty in the ‘Bloody Third, 
now the Fourth Police District. There was 
a fight among negroes al E ghth and Bid- 
dle streets and Sergt. Jenks went to the 
scene of’ the trouble to suppress it. As he 
approached he met Sadie Hayes. we 

She was angry and crazed by drink. 
When the sergeant saw her he recognized 
and spoke to her, asking what the trouble 
was. He started toward her intending to 
place her under arrest. The policeman 
did not draw his club even. His pistol was 
in his pocket. 

Without a word the drunken negress 
drew from her pocket a revolver. With a 
look of malignant hate she sprang forward, 
and thrusting the muzzie of the weapon 
against the policeman’s breaét she pulled 
the trigger. 

Sergt. Jenks fell, mortally wounded. He 
never uttered a word. When other police- 
men reached his side he was dead. 

Sadie had a long siege with the. courts, 
but she was finally sentenced at the Janu- 
ary term, 1887, of the St. Louis Criminal 
Court, to $9 years’ imprisonment in the 
State Penitentiary at Jefferson City. Her 
sex alone prevented the courts from inflict- 
ing capital punishment. 

Since she has been in the penitentiery 
she has been an exceptionally good pris- 
oner. She obeyed all the rules and made 
such a record that when she sought a 
pardon there would be nothing against her 
in the prison. 

At the same time that Sadie Hayes was 
given her freedom the Governor also par- 
doned Thomas Mallory and Thomas Hogan. 
Mallory was serving a 30 years’ sentence

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WHY CRIME FLOURISHES. 


When the question of permitting boxing contests to be held 
under the auspices of organized clubs was before the Board of 
Police Commissioners President Hawes is reported to have 
denied the statement that tickets to these boxing contests are 
sold to outsiders by members of the club, and affirmed that 
detectives watched the distribution of tickets and reported that 
no sales to outsiders have occurred. 

In this statement we have not only a remarkable instance 
of the chief executive officer of the’ Police Department posing 
as a defender of an enterprise which at best is an evasion of 
the law, but we may have an explanation of the prevalence of 
crime in St. Louis.

LEGISLATION BY TREATY. 

As a treaty is the law of the land, any tariff concessions to 
Spain with reference to Philippine trade will be binding if the 
treaty is confirmed by the Senate. 

It is an anomaly in the American system of government that 
legislation can be effected by the President and Senate without 
the concurrence of the lower ‘House. The question came up 
first when John Jay negotiated his famous treaty with Great 
Britain. The House made a feeble protest, but. the power of 
the President and Senate was plainly granted in the constitu- 
tion. 

The House can, however, virtually nullify legislation of this 
kind by refusing to vote the supplies necessary to carry the 
treaty into effect. If, for instance, the peace treaty with Spain 
contains legislative provisions disagreeable to the House of 
Representatives, it is possible for that body to annul them by 
withholding the funds. 

This alternative will hardly be resorted to, no matter how 
repugnant it may be. When the treaty is signed, confirmed 
and ratified, the House will be very reluctant to disturb it. 
But as we are about to go into foreign politics on a large scale, 
it is wel] to remember that the President, and a Senate in har- 
mony with him, may accomplish purposes not at all in accord 
with the popular will, should they be so minded.
